was condemned and shot this morning at 
the fortress of Cabanos. 


A representative of the Associated Press 


took newa of the execution of Aliman to 
Cuban head quarters this noon. 
The 


greatest gloom spread over the assem- 
blage. 


Senor Castillo acted as spokesman on 


receipt of the news, and eaid that with 
the execution of this poor Cuban another 
patriot had gone, but the cause was safe 
and would win eventually. Weyler had 
now adopted the tactics which prevailed 
in the ten-year war when patriots, after 
they were made prisoners were considered 
bandits and incendiaries and met death 
the moment they were brought to court 
martial. 


Enrique Aliman belonged to one of the 


best families in Mantanzas. He was cap- 
tured three or four weeks ago and trans- 
ferred to Havana and jailed at Cabanos 
fortress, was tried, sentenced and shot. 
He was a thorough soldier, and Castillo 
was confident he met his fate nobly as a 
soldier patriot should. 


The insurgent leader Guinove" has 


surrendered. The leaders, Nunese and 
Eduardo Garcia with a force estimated at 


1500

Magdalena, province of Matanzas, burned 
fourteen houses of the colony of Estrella, 
destroyed a number of cane fields.

WASHINGTON, March 30.—Chairman 


Hoar of the senate judiciary committee 
made an effort to pass the house bill 
abolishing capital punishment in certain 
cases. 
When the senate met today he 


explained the measure retained capital 
punishment for treason, murder and rape 
unless the jury waived the penalty. 


Senator Hale thought this amounted to 


an entire abolition of capital punishment 
as the question would be left to the jury 
even in the most heinous cases. 
The bill 


went over. 


A bill was passed by the sennte direct- 


ing the secretary of war to prepare a r«5le 
of the telegraph operators serving not less 
than ninety days in the military service 
of the war of the rebellion. A certificate 
of honorable service goes with each rec- 
ord. The bill carries no pension or emol- 
ument. A bill was passed allowing $1,500 
to Thomas Williams, a senate employe, 
injured in the capitol elevator. 


Senator Mitchell of Oregon gave notice 


he would continue the Dupont contest to- 
morrow. The senate then took up a bill 
to approve a compromise and settlement 
between Arkansas an the United States 
for debts due from Arkansas of long 
standing and much complicated.

In the house the senate resolution 


authorizing F. B. Green to exercise the

on the late General Casey In the con- 
struction of a Library for congress was 
adopted. The senate resolution author- 
izing ex-President Harrison to receive a 
decoration from the governments of Bra- 
zil and Spain was adopted. 


The house then went into committee 


of the whole on the sundry civil bill. 


Chairman Hitt of the committee on 


foreign affairs gave notlce;that he would 
call up the Cuban resolutions as soon as 
the civil bill was out of the way. He said 
he intended to ask considerable today, 
but yielded owing to the great impor- 
tance of the appropriation bill. 


The secretary of war sent to the house 


a report of the survey for the canal con- 
necting Lake Superior and the Mississippi 
river. The cost ranges from |7,050,ODO to 
39,000.000, according to the different routes 
proposed and the size. The route coating 
the least is beleived to be the most feas- 
ible.

DEATH IN THE CHANNEL 


The Band of Immigrants Fell Before an 


Unexpected Peril. 


We wero camped on the east bank of 


Bear river ten miles below tho mountains, 
and the banks on that side for a niilo up 
and down were 20 feet above the surface 
of tha stream. It being midsummer the 
water was only a few inches deep. At 1 
o'clock in the afternoon a band of emi- 
grants appeared on the opposite snoro. 
There were flvo wagons, 38 people, 33 
horses. The banks on that side were only 
five or six feot high. To reach tha cast 
bank they must travel up or down tho bed 
of the stream too. natural out.

It was like tho stampode of a thousand 
horses over tho prairie at night, but no 
man bad yet fathomed the sound when our 
eyos caught sight of a wall of mud colored 
water 12 feet high bearing down the chan- 
nel. There had been u cloudburst away 
up in tho mountains. Teas of thousand! 
of barrels cj water had bean emptied on 
the rocks r."<! elopes at a f.c.sh, and tho 
wall was moving down with this tpwij of 
a horse and power no n;in sonic1, calculate.

nnd child and neighs and encrts of alarm 
from tho horses. It wasn't 15 seconds aft- 
er wo saw the roaring, tuni bllng, frothing 
wave before it engulfed the first wugon;

The channel was filled from back to bank.

Down the 
stream and miles nway were wrecked 
wagons, tho bodies of drowned horses, 28 
corpses left stranded hero and thero for ns 
to discover and give burial. Not a living 
thing in that party escaped death. One 
moment they were singing and laughing, 
(ull of hope and good nature; the next they 
were being whirled into eternity. And wo 
stood there and saw it all and could only 
gasp;

No one exactly knows the origin of the 


time honored prerogative enjoyed by tho 
nativfls of the Spanish village of Espinosa, 
who for centuries have possessed tho curi- 
ous monopoly cf watching over tlie slum- 
bers of tho ruler o£ Spuiu.

Some weeks ago The TRANSCRIPT pub- 


lished an account of an interesting dis- 
covery made by Homer Chilson on his 
place at the Five Roads. 
It will be re- 


called that the article found was believed 
to be a largo diamond in the rough, but 
at that time The TRANSCRIPT had no in- 
formation upon which it could definitely- 
state that it was a diamond. The itone at 
that time was in New York for examina- 
tion and Mr. Chiliou assured his inter- 
viewer* that if his hopes were realized he 
would bo ready to t?ll all about it as soon 
as the fact was t-Uiblished. 
The report 


from New York set at rest all question as 
to the character of the stone, which 
proved to be a diamond of good, but not 
the best, quality. 
No less an authority 


than Tiffany pronounced it such and it is 
now in the hands of a diamond cutter who 
is working it into shape. 
This work will 


cost from $300 to $400. 


In an interview with Mr, Chilson Satur- 


day evening a TRANSCRIPT man learned 
much more about the diamond Held that 
Mr. Chilson has had the good fortune to 
open right at his door. 
Until this time 


the interviewer had supposed that but otic 
diamond, if any, had been found, and he 
was much surprised, as the public will 
doubtless be, to learn that Mr. Chilson 
has unearthed three large diamonds and 
that he fully believes the end is not yet 


Mr. Chilson talked more fully Saturday 


evening than he did at the first interview, 
and in addition He showed to the reporter 
and a number of other men one of the 
diamonds. 
It is a stone as large as a but- 


ternut and looks, at fust glance, like a 
piece of alum. Not one nmtiina hundred 
would pick it up if he saw it in the road. 
But a little investigation shows it is not 
an ordinary stone or a piece of glass. By 
holding it up to the light the brilliant 
qualities of the stone are at once recog- 
nized, and when it is applied to glass it is 
found to cut it the dame as any other dia- 
mond. 
Mr. Chilson was anxious to have 


the*company test thejstone with a Hie,but 
there was no file at hand. 
He said it had 


been tried and that a file would not make 
a mark on it, and his statement was ac- 
cepted without question aiter the glass 
test bad been made. 


The story of the finding of these precious 


stones is an interesting one. The first 
was found three years ago last August. In 
digging out an old pine stump in his back 
yard Mr. Chilson found several Mexican 
coins. One was dated 1776 and none was 
so recent as 1800. About six weeks later 
while digging down by a rock for the pur- 
pose of sinking it he found the first dia- 
mond, but had no idea what it was. He 
at first supposed it to be a piece of glass 
and attached no value to it. His children 
had it among their playthings and noth- 
ing was thought of it until Mr. Chilson 
was visited by a nephew from Chicago. 
The visitor noticed the stone and at once 
began to ask questious. He was told 
where and how it was found. He declared 
that it was no ordinary bubstanre and, 
insisted that Mr. Chilson should make an 
investigation. The etone 
was conse- 


quently sent to New York. It proved to 
be a diamond and Mr. Chilson had it cut, 
and it was sold in that city for a very sub- 
stantial sum, although he now doubts 
whether he received anywhere near its 
real value. He says the stone weighed 
sixty-four carats in the rough and forty- 
three after it had been worked. 


Mr. Chilson kept the matter very quiet, 


but further explored his back yard from 
time to time, with the result that more 
old coins, rt-ere found and two more dia- 
monds. Toe last one wag found early lust 
fall. 


Mr. Chilson's theory is th.it the*e val- 


uables were buried where found, away 
back in the early days, 
His place is on 


the line of tbeold Indian trill from New 
York state to the Deerfleld valley, and 
the diamonds and money may have been 
buried by Indians who had taken them 
from some of their victims, or by some 
traveler who expected to fall into the 
hands of Indians. The numerous piece- 
of coin found would seem to strengthen 
this theory, for it is hardly probable that 
so many pieces could have been lost at the 
same place. 
Mr. Chilson believui the 


pine tree, the removal of whose stump 
first revealed the presence of unlocked 
for things, served as a landmark for i\ ho- 
over buried the trcjMire. 
There is an- 


other interesting fact in connection vcith 
this matter, and this isa ditch from G to 
10 feet long, partly filled with stone nnd 
covered v.'ith earth. This dhch is near 
where the diamonds were found and were 
discovered by Mr. Cbilson fou>- or live 
years ago when he was planting a t/ec>. 
lie thought little of it at the time, but I 
since finding the diamonds he ha.< been j 
wondering how that diteh came there, j 
He has owned the place for twenty-five 
years and hi* father owned it a'most 
as long before him, and tbe 
dit.ili is 


no 
work 
of 
theiis, 
nor do 
they 


have any knowledge of when or by whom 
it was dug. . Mr. Chil'on's idea if cither 
that there are va.lubles at the bottom of 
that ditch or that at some time an attempt 
was made to unearth those which he ha1- 
found, nnd that the excavation wn > hur- 
riedly filled with stone when tbe work 
was done. One thing is certain, the ditch 
will be thoroughly explored in the spring, 
as well as all its soil iu its vicinity, for the 
owner is not without hope that still fur- 
ther reward awaits his effort*. What ho 
has already found puts him on a footing to 
make the examination very thorough and 
complete, and he will have something lelt 
even if his future searches prove unfruit- 
ful. 


The first aitiole published by THE 


THANBCRIPT about this matter was copied 
in whole or in part by New York and 
other papers and boa evidently attracted 


much attention. Shortly after it ap- 
peared strangers began 
to visit Mr. 


Cbilson's place and make inquiries. Mast 
of them were very cautious and non-com- 
mittal, one well dressed and shrewd look- 
ing man even refusing to give his name. 
Mr. Chilson does not know whether these 
visitors mean robbery or imagine they 
can buy the diamond for much ICES than 
its value.

SUCCESSFUL RAID. 


A Lar^iJQuantity of hard ClcJjr Se'zsd by 


Ofl'cors 


To Chief Ivt'iidill bc-ionss the credit of 


mak'ng the biggest sfij-.ire ever made at 
a liquor raid in tnis oily, end probably in 
Berkshire county. The Fuccessful termi- 
nation of the ranis made a?au,st illegal 
sellers of Ijquors the p.ist ueek prompted 
the chief to try his hand at the Broderick 
place at the Five Roads, and yesterday was 
decided upon as the mo=t opportune t'inc 
for conducting the raid. 


Chief Kendall, Sheriff Moloney and Of- 


ficers Parrow and Dineen repaired to the 
Broderick house at 3 o'clock in the after- 
noon and the result of their visit was the 
removal of 1300 gallons of hard cider to the 
police station. The unexpected arrival of 
the officers caused the occupants of the 
ho-jv no especial concern, as they had be- 
come accustomed to such intrusions. 


Tbe officers proceeded at once to give 


the premises a thorough searching, but, 
complete as it was, they found no liquor. 
The cellar wan visited and there the offi- 
cers found piled in tiers thirty-four casks, 
each containing about foity gallons of 
hard cider. The large array of casks 
proved no obstacle to the process of con- 
fiscation and the officers were fully equal 
to the occasion. Five truck teams were 
brought iuto use and the task of loading, 
conveying to the police station and un- 
loading tbe seizure occupied the attention 
of the officers until after 0 o'clock. 


The occupants of the house at the time 


of the raid were arrested,'but obtained 
bail a few hours later. They were Jere- 
miah Brodericlc, Jeremiah Broderick, Jr., 
and a daughter, Mrs. Mary Cooney. 


The defendants were in court this after- 


noon Lawyer E. C. Kieley appeared for 
the IE. and M. E. Couch for the common- 
wealth. The hearing was continued to 
April 13, the defendants furnishing secur- 
ities in $200 each.

Saturday from 9:30 o'clock in the morning 
until 5 o'clock in the afternoon, with an 
hour for dinner, with the hearing of tbe 
Cerullo—Sica stabbing affair, which oc- 
curred February 12 in a house on River 
street. The stabbing happened during a 
drunken row about 11 o'clock in the even- 
ing and Sica was so badly injured that 
when he was examined at the hospital by 
the physicians his life was dispaired of. 


Cerullo, the assailant, fled and was 


captured in Troy, N. Y., the following 
afternoon. 
The case had been continued 


awaiting Sica's recovery, and in the mean- 
time Cerullo and two witnesses, Jeinmello 
Slciliamo, were lodged in Pittsfleld jail. 
Lawyers Beer andDowlin appeared for the 
defendant, who was charged with assault 
with adangerous weapon. M. E. Couch rep- 
resented tbe commonwealth. 
The testi- 


mony was given through an interpreter, G, 
B. Kosasco, and took until 3 o'clock in the 
afternoon. 
The defendants tried to show 


the court that the prisoner had committed 
the deed in order to protect his life from 
Sica, who flred a revolver in a rather risky 
manner. 


Lawyer Dowlin made the pica for Ce- 


rullo and described the scene which he 
believed was enacted at the River street 
home at much length and with much dra- 
matic effect. Lawyer Couch occupied the 
floor for some time after Mr. Dowlin had 
concluded and asked that Cerullo be held 
for the grand jury. The court decided that 
Cerullo should be held ana ordered him to 
furnish bonds in flOGO for his appearance 
at the superior court in July. Sica was 
also ordered to furnish bonds in $1000, 
with f 100 surety, for his appearance as a 
witness. Q. B. Kosasco, the interpreter, 
was held in $100 bonds for his appearance 
as a witness. The two witnesses, Jeui- 
mello and Siciliuno, were discharged. 


The defendants asked the court that 


Sica be arraigned lor assault with a dan- 
gerous weapon and thereupon the argu- 
ments between attorneys began. The le- 
gality and advisabilty of such action led 
to a discussion in which some plain lan- 
guage was used. The court finally decid- 
ed to issue a warrant for the arrest of Sica 
upon the charge mentioned. Sica in the 
meantime had been allowed to depart and 
when the warrant was ready to be served 
he was not to be found. The chief knew 
where he could get his man, however, and 
yesterday afternoon Officers Thrall and 
Daniels arrested Sica at his temporary 
boarding place in Sanford's lane. 


Sica was arraigned in court this morn- 


ing, charged with assault with a danger- 
ous weapon. He pleaded not guilty and 
the case was continued until Wednesday 
for hearing.

This didn't make onr shoddy mills 
"shut up," though it is doubtful wheth- 
er they can earn an honest competence 
when we consider the class of goods 
that is coming here from the shoddy 
centers of England. 
The Manchester 


(England) Guardian, an old, conserva- 
tive aud trustworthy paper, described 
them as follows: t 
"How far local firma are justified in 


producing u showy, but half worthless 
cloth that -will be sold to the American 
retail bnyers—farmers, artisans and the 
like—is another matter. The possibility 
even a very few years ago of manufac- 
turing a cloth at Is. 6d. per yard was 
pconted, but today theie are makers to 
be found able to produce good looking 
masses of the poorest shoddy kept in 
form by low cotton warp, at from Is. 
3d. per yard." 


This is the effect of free wool. It is 


the practical rpsnlt of a great Democratic 
free raw material theory.

AT ADAMS TODAY. 


The Tire District Meeting. 


The annual meeting of the Adams fire 


district was held at the town hall Satur- 
day afternoon and the attendance was 
large. Clerk F. W. Spaulding called the 
meeting to order at 2 o'clock and James 
C. Chalmers was chosen moderator. 
The 


ballot box wus left open for the election 
of district officers while the other articles 
of the warrai.t were being acted upon. 
The ticket elected was the only one in the 
field. The officers chosen are: Clerk and 
treasurer, Frank W. Spaulding; pruden- 
tial committee for three years, Eliaha 
Burlingamc; chief engineer, Henry A. 
Jones; flrst assistant, Julius C. Anthony; 
second assistant, John C. Carney; third 
assistant, James Day; fourth assistant, 
William Neary. The other articles were 
acted upon us follows: 
Article 5.—To hear the reports of the 


prudential committee and treasurer and 
act thereon. The reports were accepted. 


Article 6.—To see what action the dis- 


trict will take in reference to lighting the 
streets for the ensuing year. 
A motion 


was made to leave this in the hands of 
the prudential committee and A. B. Mole 
amended it as follows: 
"That the pru- 


dential committee be instructed to secure 
an all-night service at a cost not to exceed 
the average cost to other towns, that they 
may find by correspondence." 
The 


amendment was carried. 


Article, 7.—To see what sum of money 


the district will vote to raise by taxation 
the cnsuing.vear, and make appropriations 
for the same, including payment on loans. 
The following motion was carried: "That 
the fire-district raise' by taxation $11,500, 
together with its income, to be appropri- 
ated, as follows: Repairs and new pipe, 
$2,500; maturing bond, $5,003; interest, 
?5,000; salaries, 51,275; pumping, $1,030; 
hose house expenses, $300; lighting streets, 
$3,000 expense of hose company, ^'iCO; 
miscellaneous, «500; temporary loan Forest 
Park avenue, due October 3,1S9J, f2,(XU; 
temporary loan, raising roof of hose 
house, due October, 3, 1S93, ?1,SOO; dis- 
count on taxes, $1,000. 


Article 8.—To see if the district will vote 


to allow a discount of 10 per cent, on all 
taxes voluntarily paid on or before the 
llrstday of October next. This was voted. 


Article 9. To see if the district will 


authorize the treasurer and prudential 
committee to borrow money to pay 
interest on loans and current expenses in 
anticipation of revenue, and give the 
notes of the fire district thereof. Elisha 
Burlingame moved that the treasur er and 
prudential committee be authorized and 
empowered to borrow in such sums as 
may from time to time be needed to pay 
interest on loans and current expenses, 
not to exceed in the whole the sum of 
$10,000, payable out of the revenue the 
current year and give the note or notes of 
the fire district therefor. 
This motion 


was carried. 


Article 10—To see what action the die 


trict will take in relation to the purchase 
of a hose wagon for the Alert Hose com- 
pany, and make appropriation therefor. 
This matter was left in the hands of the 
prudential committee. 


Article 11.—To see if the district will 


vote to purchase the Mason property (so 
called), adjoining the Bassett brook reser- 
voir, as a sanitary measure, in accordance 
with the suggestion of the state board of 
health, and raise and appropriate money 
therefor. It was voted that $480 be appro- 
priated for the purchase of the property, 
the same to be deeded to the fire district. 
Then followed a general discussion of the 
water question, and the practicability of 
placing water meters.

day. There appears to be little hope 
of its passing, and there likewise ap- 
pears to be a disposition to devote to- 
day only to its consideration.

postofiice bill will be laid before tho 
•full committee to-day and an effort 
will be made to report it during tho 
day. If this is done it will be called 
up in the senate to-morrow. The In- 
dian and naval bills are before tho 
committee on appropriations, and it is 
believed that the Indian bill will be re- 
ported before the week is out, although 
the house action relative to the appro- 
priation for Indian schools ia likely to 
cause some debate in committee. Af- 
ter tho postoffice bill is disposed of, 
the senate will probably renew the dis- 
cussion on Mr. Cannon's resolution di- 
recting tho sccretaay of tho interior to 
obey the law opening tho Oncompaghre 
reservation to settlement 
This, sev- 


eral days ago, was made the unfinished 
business after the Arkansas matter 
should be disposed of. The bill to pro- 
tect tho fur seals from extermination 
is demanding attention, and an effort 
will be mado to take it up. The re- 
mainder of the week will probably bo 
devoted to the consideration of bills on 
the calendar.

Steamship Bermuda—Torch Ap- 


plied to the To\rn. 


New York, March 30.—A special cor- 


respondent of a morning paper sends 
the following from Havana: "Pinar del 
Rio has fallen. 
The stronghold of the 


Spanish army in the western part of 
the island was taken by the insurgents 
Friday. There was a desperate fight 
and many men on both sides were 
killed and wounded. Only the meagre 
news of the battle has been received 
in Havana, and the details at this 
moment cannot bo attained. 
What 


news has been received was sent to the 
captain-general by the officer in charge 
of the garrison at Pinar del Eio, after 
his troops hoM been utterly routed and 
ivhile the insurgents wore applying 
the'torch to tho city. At the palace 
absolutely nothing has been given out. 
The most that can be obtained there is 
confirmation of the story that there 
was a fight. The Spanish, officials will 
not state the result of the battle nor 
have they furnished the local papers 
with an official note of it 
This, in it- 


self, is sufficient tq confirm the report 
of Spanish defeat, for the authorities 
never lose any time in giving out the 
complete details of victories for their 
side. 


Won by American Gunner*. 


"The Cuban sympathizers havo re- 


ceived information from the scene of 
battle. 
The report made to them 


states that Gens. Antonio Maceo and 
Calixto Garcia were in command of the 
rebel forces. 
The hot fighting was 


done by the American artillerymen 
who came to Cuba on the Bermuda 
filibustering expedition for the ex- 
press purpose of working the Hotch- 
kiss and Gatling guns brought on the 
steamer. 
Without the assistance of 


the Americans Pinar del Eio would not 
have fallen. It was only the deadly 
fire sent into the town by the Gatling 
and Hotchkiss guns that saved the 
day for the insurgents. The Spanish 
garrison consisted of 4,000 men and 
the attacking force had fully 0,000 be- 
sides the sharpshooters 
and other 


skilled men of war who came on tha 
Bermuda. 


Spanish Troops' Condition Serlo»«. 


8 "Following his usual policy, Gen, 
Maceo did not hold the town. He sim- 
ply destroyed it, and then passed out 
to some otber place. Exactly where 
he is at present is not known. The 
Spanish troops in the province of Pinar 
del Rio are now without a refuge from 
the rains, malaria and yellow fever 
which sweep over that part of the 
island during the rainy season and 
which are so fatal to those who are 
not acclimated. 
It is predicted that if 


the war extends far into the rainy sea- 
son the yellow fever will carry off the 
Spanish troops in groups. The news o{ 
the fall of the city was brought to thq 
city of Havana by mounted couriers. 
Ttiey must have ridden for their livej 
to get here as they did, as the scene of 
action is close to 100 miles from this 
city."

AGAINST THE SALOOS 


New York's New Liquor Law En- 


forced at Many Places. 


A TOY DRY SUNDAY AT BROOKLYN 


VIS Violations Out of 4.OOO Dealers—Buf. 
gL falo ami Niagara Falls Wide Open. 


The Idrnr Generally Observed 


Where Enforced. 


Brooklyn, N. Y.. March 30—After 


tno clocks had chimed the hour of mid- 
night the Haines liquor law was in 
force in Brooklyn. The mandate had 
gone forth from the police commis- 
sioner and district attorney that the 
law would be strictly enforced and 
every saloonkeeper within the juris- 
diction of the police was notified to 
comply with its provisions. That they 
did so was apparent everywhere, and 
•aloon side doors and all were closed 
tight and every facility was given to 
the police to observe that it was not a 
pretense but a positive fact. Blinds 
were drawn in all the liquor stores, and 
in cases where glass panels obstructed 
riew of the bar from the street they 
were thrown open. Never in Its history 
as a city has Brooklyn experienced 
such a dry Sunday. The restaurants 
and clubs were just as dry as the sa- 
loons. People who were accustomed 
to visit a favorite restaurant for their 
Sunday dinner found their supply of 
wine unexpectedly cut oft. 
Not a cold 


bottle was to be had anywhere, which 
was particularly galling to men whose 
liberty in this respect had never before 
been interfered with. Their complaints 
were loud and long and will eventually 
reach tha legislature. Even in the 
outlying sections of the city, where, it 
was thought, an effort would be made 
to defy the law, the liquar dealers re- 
luctantly obeyed. There are over 4,000 
saloons in the city and all of them ex- 
cept 273 complied with the 
provisions 


of the Raines bill. A notable feature 
of the day was the number of people 
who surreptitiously drew dark-colored 
bottles from their pockets and drank 
some of their contents. The streets in 
some localities were strewn with these 
bottles lying about empty. 


New York City Saloons Closed. 


New York, March 30.—The provi- 


sions of the Raines law were not en- 
forced here yesterday, but the saloons 
were generally closed, as the crusade 
recently adopted against them was not 
relaxed. 


Dry Snmlay at Utlca* 


Utica, N. Y., March 30.—Not with- 


in the last twenty years have the places 
where liquor is on sale ia Utica been 
so tightly closed as they were yesterday 
The saloonkeepers were told Saturday 
niirht what they must do, and only one 
of them violated the law. ' No arrests 
were made. As far as possible the in- 
teriors of the saloons were exposed to 
view, and in those parts of the city 
where the liquor places are the thick- 
est the streets had a new and peculiar 
appearance. Crowds of people, mostly 
young men, who were shut out from 
their ordinary places of resort passed 
much of the day upon the streets. 


Every haloon Closed. 


White Plains, N. Y., March 30.—The 


authorities here decided to enforce the 
Raines excise law yesterday and every 
saloon was closed and the bars ex- 
posed. This is the first time that an 
excise law has been so strictly en- 
forced here. 


Music Halls Widu Open. 


Niagara Falls, N. Y., March 30.— 


Notwithstanding the Raines bill, sa- 
loon and music halls were wide open 
and running full blast yesterday, and 
the Sunday vuis as "wet" as ever.

They each took a drink and almost im- 
mediately seized with symptoms of 
poisoning. 
Physicians

tended them, but, despite all their ef- 
forts, four of the sappers died.
